Firemen Rescue Passengers. 

Fire Marshal Fitzgerald said: The shock 
must have been terrific for every window in 
the two Chicago and Eastern Illinois coaches 
were broken. When we reached the 
scene both coaches were on fire. 
The telescoping of the coaches had over- 
turned the redhot stoves and set fire to the 
cars, We heard screams from within 
the cars and our men went through 
windows and doors. They handed out 
first through a window a young - woman 
who had fainted. She was carried away by 
the firemen to a house near by. I did not get 
hername. Then a man was dragged out 
who, though badly bruised and bleeding 
about the head, was swearing because he had 
lost one of his grips. We dragged out about 
a dczen passengers.”’ 

Blames the Erie Engineers. 

The train dispatcher of the Western Indiana 
road had charge of both trains. He said last 
night that he thought the accident due to the 
carelessness of the engineer of the Erie train. 

“It is not necessary- said be 
for a flagman to go back from the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois train when discharging 
passengers even if behind time, as the train 
would never get along if that were done. The 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois train left on 
time at Archer avenue. The Erie train 
left the depot six minutes behind time. The 
first train was délayed at Forty-third street by 
a broken Wabash freight-train. The curve at 
Fifty-fifth street is never especially guarded. 
The fault is with the Erie engineer.”’

HAD NO RIGHT TO SHUT OFF THE GAS. 


That Way of Compelling the Payment of 
a Bill Not Tolerated by Judge Horton. 
Shutting off the gas to compel the payment 

of gas bills is a device that does not always 
work successfully. The People’s Gaslight 
and Coke company found this out yesterday. 
The company tried the plan on the receiver 
appointed by Judge Horton for the Neufield 
Manufacturing company at No. 39 South Hal- 
sted street to hasten the collection of an old 
bill for $20.19 some time ago. Notice was 
then served on the company that Judge Hor- 
ton would be applied to for relief in the mat- 
ter. When the case came up the gas com- 
pany’s attorney wanted the receiver ordered 
to deposit $25 for the meter and give a bond 
to pay tne bills. 

„I'll do nothing of the sort,” said Judge 
Horton. “ Don’t you know that turning off 
the gas is no way to compel the payment of a 
bill? Such action is unwarranted and wou Id 
ruin any business. In interfering with the re- 
ceiver appointed by this court you are inter- 
fering with this court.“ 

„Will your Honor enter an order requiring 
the company to turn on the gas? asked the 
attorney for the receiver.

| CUPID’S CRUEL TRICK. 


A BREAOH OF PROMISE SUIT THE 
HARSH SEQUEL TO A ROMANCE. 


Irma Heilbrun Wants $25,000 from Joseph 
Greenebaum Because He Has Ceased to 
Be “ Yours as Ever Loving Joe”—Tender 
Epistles Produced in Court That Aston- 
ish Judge Grosscup—The Plaintiff Tells 
Her Story — Defendant's Reason for 
Breaking the Engagement. 

“©, you ought to have been in the court- 
room today—it was just grand, just grand!“ 
And the black eyes of the simple-minded 
little Jewess flashed forth unmistakable self- 
satisfaction and her hands clasped each other 
heartily as if in mutual congratulations over 
the results of the day. 

It was Irma Heilbrun of Milwaukee talk- 
ing in her attorneys’ office after her first day 
in court, where her $25,000 breach of promise 
case is on tridl before Judge Grosscup. She 
evidentiy regarded it, if nut as a day of 
triumph, at least as an epoch in her life. 

Irma's story is one not of love unrequited, 
but of love interrupted. It is too touching to 
remain unsuag, too replete with innate inter- 
est to be told in the ‘dry terms of court 
proceedings. Indeed, it is not necessary to 
go to the court record to learn how 
the thread of love was spun out strong and 
bright at first, strong and bright for ever so 
long, and was then snapped asunder, as though 
one of the fates in a fit of ill-temper had sev- 
ered it. The fact of the matter is 
that Irma and her sweetheart, 
Joe Greenebaum, an opulent young 
Hebrew, living at No. 589 Sedgwick street, 
and a dealer in hogs and cattle at the Stock- 
Yards, were, till the final rupture came, 
ardent correspondents. The mails were kept 
Weighty with loving letters for many 
months. Then love apparently caught 
cold. and died. Joe sent back Irma’s 
letters and requested her to send him his. He 
waited and waited, but the wished-for letters 
never came. 

Bore a Loving Kefrain. 

How many sweet epistles Irma sent him is 
not known, for they are now presumably scat- 
tered to the winds as ashes, but Joe’s letters 
were in court yesterday and they best tell the 
tale of the ill-fated love. 

And first, about those letters. They are 
twenty-five in number and they constitute a 
veritable lyric of love, for at the end of each, 
like the Zoe, mou, sas agapo of Byron’s 
“Maid of Athens is the tender refrain, 
From yours, as ever, loving Joe.“ 

How many stanzas of the love poem are 
missing cannot be stated, but the tale is toler- 
ably complete. One stanzais by a foregn 
hand, that of Joe’s brother, Sam. It is a let- 
ter of congratulations on the coming wedding 
of Joe and Irma. The last letter of the sories 
is too chilly to be interesting except to those 
whose morbid curiosity prompts them to in- 
It 
is given below, but only for the benefit of 
those poor unfortunates. 

Greenebaum met Miss Heilbrun long ago— 
some say fully five years. It was a case of 
mutual admiration, which sluwly ripened 
With the early stages of the kindly 
It is 


Indeed, the tell-tale letters 


adduced in court only date back to

4, 1892, howwver, the letters are continuous— 
up to the last fatal sheet a record of tender- 
ness. 2 

And here, by way of parenthesis, before 
quoting from the correspondence, it would 
seem from the facts surrounding the case 
that the two lovers were destined for each 
other. Alike in birth and creed, and not ma- 
terially different in culture, there were no in- 
separable obstacles in the way of their union. 

Congenial in Every Way. 

Besides, they were congenial in another 
way. Joe was a dealer in hogs and cattie and 
claimed to have a herd of 32,500 head of stock 
out in Dakota; and Irma’s father kept a 
meat market and she helped behind the coun- 
ter—helped till Joe protested in his letters that 

she should not wérk so hard. Their minds 
would thus naturally run in the same channel. 

The letter of Oct. 2, 1891, the first tangible 
witness extant of their affection, is touching. 
Joe has just heard from Irma, and he writes: 

Darling Irma! I received your sweet & wel- 
come letter & seen that you had a good time at 
the wedding. Well Girl I seen in your letter that 
you be here soon, docome with the train, also 
come in the afternoon ore evening, & 
let me know. so I can come to the Depot & 
meet you. Well dear Girl, when you come here 1 
have to tell you good many news. Also seen in your 
letter that you could not think what I meant by 
telling you in my last letter that you would sit on 
my side on my Wedding Well darling I will tell 
you all about it when you come here & will ex- 
plain it all to you. Well tomorrow is Roshesbono, 
and I will go to the temple & aleo will pray for 


Ou. 

5 Well Irma Mollie is married about a week now 
she has got a nice Home & a good Husband. of 
course that is all that is necessary III will see 
that you will have the same. 

I will close this letter with love to you dear 
parents & all & am as ever your 

Solicitude for Irma. 

A month later Darling Irina is told that 
she must not work so hard, take at ease, 
and it appears that a new eloak is in the wind. 
She is told to go to a dressmaker and get 
the length from your sleevs, collar, and nek.“ 
Then apparently a happy thought struck the 
lover, for he asks in the letter, Or do you 
think Sue 34 will fitt you all right? Please 
let me know in your next. 

Letters now began to flow thick and fast, 
bristling with sweet little points, often ex- 
pressed in the parlance of the market. No 
wonder the Judge looked up in surprise and 
asked: 

Is this gentleman a member of the Board 
of Trade?“ having doubtless in mind the pro- 
vision pit. 

He was told No,“ and gave as his reason 
for thinking so that love and kisses were not 
usually sent by the bushel and carload. 

The letter of Nov. 29, 1891, might be thougnt 
by the superstitious to be portentous of evil. 
It is as follows: 

My dear Irma! Your sweet letter came to 
hand yesterday Sol will write right away to my 
darling. I am glad to hear that your cold is over 
and you better take care of yourself too So that 
when I came to see my Darling not to find her 
sick, Your picture I sent to Dakota, so you do not 
need to sent any.

OOMMITTEE RECOMMENDS HYGEIA 
ORDINANOE FOR PASSAGE. 


The Measure Finds Favor in the Eyes of 
Five of Six of the Members—It Is Not 
Thought That the Waukesha Company 
Can Command Enough Votes to Make 
the Ordinance Law—Loophole Left by 
Which the Alleys Can Be Torn Up at 
Will—What Aldermen Say. 

The action of the Committee on Fire and 
Water Thursday in recommending to the 
Council for passage the amended ordinance 
of the Waukesha Hygeia Mineral Springs 
company again brings sharply to the public 
mind the audacity of the company, the vic- 
iousness of the ordinance, and the attitude of 
certain Aldermen. 

, The audacity of the men back of the scheme 

is so great that they would be considered 

crack-brained if it were not for the size of 


the stake for which they are playmg and the 


smoothness with which their are 
progressing. In the beginning the Jar- 
vis-Conklin-McElroy combination posed 
as World’s Fair enthusiasts and public bene- 
factors, and in this guise succeeded in getting 
an ordinance giving it the right to run a trunk 
bipe- line through the city to the Fair grounds. 
It was provided in this ordinance—as 
plainly as black and white could 
make it—that no permission should ever 
be granted to tap this trunk pipe line at auy 
point to make connection with any building 
within the present or future limits of the City 
of Chicago, except such bottling or distribut- 
ing depots as the company might erect. In 
other words, takmg advantage of the 
enthusiasin over the World’s Fair 
the projectors received permission to pass 
through the city on their way from Waukesha 
to Jackson Park. 
Started Their Grab-All” Game. 

Having secured all they could in this guise 
the promoters threw off the mask and reached 
out for all that was in sight after thé manner 
of all franshise-grabbing corporations. 

Step by step it has moved nearer its goal, 
until its ordinance—recom mended for passage 
by the Committee on Fire and Water—pro- 
vides that it may lay a 12-inch main in every 
street and alley in the City of Chicago and 
may lay service pipes from these mains to 
every building in the city. 

Verily, the aims of the Hygeia company 
change, and the attitude of Aldermen — 
with them. 

And yet this J arvis-Conklin-McElroy com- 
bination, which asks so much and openly 
boasts its confidence that its scheme will go 
through the Council with the same ease 
with which it has gone through 
the Council Committee on Fire and Water, is 
a concern with nothing to offer in return. To 
be sure it has several miles of pipe laid at in- 
tervals between Jackson Park and Waukesha, 
but it can’t very well supply Waukesha water 
without connecting its pipe with the Wauke- 
sha springs. And it isn’t connected with 
the Waukesha springs and is prevented 
by injunction of the courts from coming any- 
where near thy Waukesha springs, and the

The scheme referred to is the endeavor 
of the company to condemn a right of way 
between Waukesha and Milwaukee under the 
law of eminent domain. Then, having con- 
nected a pipe with the springs and laid it a 
little way out of town in the direction of Mil- 
waukee, it will turn square around and con- 
nect with the Chicago pipe—thus circum vent- 
ing the good people of Waukesha. 

Are Overlooking Some Trifles. 

The prospect of the company being imme- 
diately able to put Hygeia water on tap in 
every house in Chicago is therefore about as 
certain as the first trip of the flying machine 
of one James Pennington, not unknown to 
fame in these parts. This simile 1s used 
advisedly, because Jarvis & Conklin, 
James E. McElroy, and W. B. Keep are 
Pennington’s backers. This being the case, 
the wonder is, not that they have asked for their 
ordinance, but that they have not asked the 
city to lay the pipe at its own expense. Jar- 
vis & Conklin, Keep, and McElroy have been 
furnishing the sinews of war for more than 
a year for Pennington, who thinks 
he is building a flymg-machine 
at Chicago Height. Whether he thinks so or 
not, his backers know that he is working. 
The proof of that is the bills. At] last ac- 
counts the airship and the pipe liae were ap- 
proaching completion at exactly the same 
rate. There is said to de only one 
difference, that Pennington’s bills have 
to be paid in cash and some 
people who are aiding the laying of the pipe 
line through the Council are taking their pay 
in chromos. Stock in the Hygeia com- 
pany, it issaid, is for sale at quite moderate 
rates to appreciative people, 

W. B. Keep, while a partner in the air-ship 
scheme, is the attorney for the pipe 
scheme. Mr. Keep has nothing to 
say to reporters concerning the Hygeia 
company’s dealings with the Council, 
or its committees, or its members, further 
than to deny that he is a committee uf one to 
secure the passage of the ordinance. He does 
not deny, however, that he is empluyed to 
suggest ways and means to further the inter- 
ests of the company—and incidentally its or- 


dinance. 
The Wheels Move Smoothly. 


The meeting of the Council Committee on 
Fire and Water Thursday, at which the 
amended Hygeia water ordinance was recom- 
mended to the Council for passage, was 
called to especially consider another 
ordinance. A bare quorum was pres- 
ent—Ald. Murphy, Brennan, Jackson, 
Vogt, Mulvihill, Potthoff, and Mills. 
Ald. Madden, who has the special ordinance 
in charge, did not put in an appearance and 
the Waukesha ordinance was taken up. It 
was not discussed to any great extent and 
such discussion as there was was chiefly about 
the size of the pipe to be used. Ald. Jackson 
offered an amendment providing that 
the city should receive 3 per cent 
of the company’s gross earnings. Another 
amendment was offered providing that the 
city’s share should be 5 per cent. It was re- 
jected and the ordnance as amended was rec- 
ommended t6 the Council for passage by a 
vote of 6 to 1, Ald. Vogt casting the negative 
ballot.

Home—Mails Delayed. 

The cold wave on au eee eee 
frosty Northwest yesterday m 
at 9° below zero 1s regarded by the weather 
man in the Auditorium tower as @ sort of 
trailer to the one that passed this way a few 
days ago. ‘The signal service prediction is 
that a rise of 7° or 8° may be looked for in to- 
day's temperature. As this will not 
be a rise above zero, it will still 
be so cold that the word “warmer” will 
not be used in the weather reports that the 
Signal Service Bureau gives out to the public. 
Not so cold is regarded as the safer way of 
putting it, 

At no time yesterday did the mercury rise 

as high as zero, Two below was the highest 
register of the day. When this temperature 
is coupled with a relative humidity of 90 per 
cent, an was the case yesterday, it made a 
comqination at which the weather man, high 
up in his cosy den, smiled with deep satisfac- 
tion. 
It was a corker,” he remarked incidental- 
ly as he slid his eye back over the table of 
mean minimum temperatures for the last 
twenty years. There was nothing to equal 
yestorday’s minimum since February, 1889, 
when the temperature went down to 11° be- 
low. The last time Chicago had this kind of 
weather in January was in 1887, when it was 
tive degrees colder. 

The warmest winter in twenty-two years 
was that of 1877, when the minimum tempera- 
ture was 4° below. The next warmest was 
that of 1890, when it was only 1° colder. The 
coldest weather in each of these years was in 
the month of January.

Pupils Frozen Out. 

The old-fashioned heating apparatuses in 
some of the ancient schoolbouscs of the city 
are causing no end of trouble to the teachers 
and pupils. All new school buildings re su 
plied with modern steam henters which 
their work to the satis of all coucerned. 
The old heaters are — those who depend 
upon them and have caused several schools to 
ciose part of their rooms several times in the 
last two weeks. 

A member of the School Board says the old 
schoolhouses have given some trouble, but 
not enough to close them entirely. The 
ones most affected are those built in open 
places where the wind has fuil play. Among 
these have been the Pickard Scho on Hin- 
man street, near Oakley avenue; the Irving 
School on Lexington, near Leavitt street; 
the Hyde Park School at Fifty-seventh street 
and Monroe avenue: and the Keith School at 
Thirty-fourth and Dearborn streets. 

The Pickard School has twelve large roums 
and no protection from the winds. Several 
times the furnaces have failed to produce suf. 
ficient warmth, and the scholars were sent 
hoe. 

The Irving School has fifteen rooms and the 
furnaces always fail when cold weather comes. 
When possible those on the exposed side of 

house are moved to the other side and all 
heat turned into those rooms. In this way 
no general closing of the schovu! has been nec- 
essary 80 far. 


The Hyde Park Scho I is now better fixed | 


to resist the encroachinents of the cold than it 
has been, The trouble there seemed to be the 
atteinpt to use an old gymnasium for a 
school- room. The heat nut proving sufficient 
it was found necessary to dismiss that depart- 
ment several times. A good stove bas been 
provided. 

The furnace at the Keith School is claimed 
to have been responsible for a closed school 
several times in the last ten days. It has 
been replaced. 

The same thing has been going on for thirty 
years, but many people have forgotten it dur- 
ing the mild weather of the last six years.

GRANTED A PERPETUAL INJUNCTION, 


The City Restrained from Removing the 
Tracks of the Illinois Steel Company. 
The Illinois Steel company defeated the city 

in the second hearing before Judge Stein yes- 

terday morning. On application of the com- 
plainant the court granted them a perpetual 
injunction restraining the city from removing 
the company’s tracks on Wabansia avenue and 

McHenry street. 

The tracks in question connect the plant of 
the complainant with the tracks of the North- 
western railroad. The city sought to remove 
the tracks in accordance with an ordinance to 
open the streets in question for the use of the 
public. 

In its bill the Steel company claimed a per- 
petual grant from the State to maintain 
tracks and use them at the points named. 
Should the city tear them up, it was stated 
the immense business of the company would 
be greatly crippled. 

The city demurred to the bill on the ground 
that it did nut show sufficient cause for the 
granting of the relief agked for. 

Ine demurrer was overruled and the de- 
fendant ordered to answer the bill in one 
day. On failure to do so the court took the 
matter as pro confesso and granted a per- 
petual injunction. It does not, however, au- 
thorize the complainant to lay additional 
tracks, but simply to continue in the enjoy- 
ment of those in existence. 


MUST GO BEFORE A JURY. 


George T. Wechelo Held for Trial on an 
Embezzlement Charge. 

A moving scene took place in Justice 
Blume’s court at the Desplaines Street Station 
yesterday when the wife of George T. Wech- 
elo, No. 70 Walnut street,. appeared to plead 
for her husband’s release from custody, 

Wechelo has been employed as a canvasser 
and salesman for H. H. Hill & Co., a book 
firm at No. 322 Dearborn street, and was ar- 
rested a few days ago on a charge of em- 
bezzling $150. According to the testimony 
given by Mr. Hill he discovered that the 
greater part of the orders for the books sent 
in by the prisoner were fraudulent, and said 
that it was his opinion that the prisoner had 
only sent in the orders so as to be able to sell 
them and retain the money.] 

In his defense Wechelo said that all the 
orders he sent in were genuine, but 
claimed that in a great many cases he had not 
been able to collect the money after he had 
delivered the books. At the conclusion of the 
evidence the prisoner was held to the Crim- 
inal Court in $500 bonds. 

Wechelo is married and has been living 
with his wife and two boys of 11 and 14 years. 
Sonfe time ago he was taken sick with pnev- 
monia and it is said at the time of his arrest 
his family was in great distress from want of 
food and coal. At the present time they are 
almost in as bad a condition, although they 
have been greatly aided by sympathetie 
friends of Mrs. Wechelo. The only money 
they haye to depend on is $4.50 a week earned 
by the elder of the two boys.

Maine alone produces but little lumber in com- 
parison with Michigan, Wisconsin, Oregon, Wash- 
ington, and the Southern States, from which we 
obtain our supply, yet Maine is the only State 
mentioned as being in that reported combine.“

MRS. JENNIE M. JEWETT EXPLAINS. 


She States the Facts in the Legal Contest 
Between Baxter and Herself, 

Mrs, Jennie M. Jewett claims that a revort 
ofa case involving a legal contest between 
herself and Tuomas M. Baxter as published in 
court proceedings in Taz Trrpune of yester- 
day was incorrect, and should read as follows: 

The parties formed a partnership in 1887 for the 
transaciion of a commission business ou the Board 
of Trade, Jannie M. Jewett contributing $10,000 to 
the tirm.

Bradstreet’s Review. 


Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: The more 
striking features of the business week include 
another shading of pig-iron prices at St. Louis, 
together with a further reaction in print cloths, 
cotton, rice, and live cattle (at Omaha), while 
sugar is higher, noticeably at New Orleans, 
leather at St. Louis, whisky at Cincinnati and 
Louisville, tobacco at Richmond, Phuila- 
deiphia, and Louisville, and live hog markets 
generally, tugether with wheat, corn and oats, 
all of which show gains in price. The ex 
treme cold at the West_and Northwest, while 
helping sales of heav@freizht woolens, cloth- 
ing, shoes, and hats, serves to restrict the 
movement in most other lines of staple goods. 
New England cotton mills are largely sold 
ahead, but stocks of print cloths at Fall River 
are only 9,000 pieces, against 266,000 pieces a 
year ago. 

Baltimore jobbers, who deal extensively all 
through the Southern States, reporta most 
active demand for clothing and shoes, togeth- 
er with what may be classed as distinctively 
spring goods. Collections there are above the 
average and prospects for trade are good. 
Richmond and Nasbville are sending out com- 
mercial travelers all thruugh the South. The 
city first named announces that collections on 
sales of plug, cheroot, and cigarettes have 
been dull throughout the South, where the 
weather interfered. [he movement of mer- 
chandise at Memphis and Charleston has 
been moderate, while that at Atlanta is satis- 
factory, being in excess cf the volume one 
yearago. Thisistrue also at Birmingham, 
while at New Orleans easier cotton and rice 
prices have been offset by stronger sugar and 
an increased merchandise trade, folluwed by 
preparations for a large movement of wheat 
in that direction. Facilities at Galveston for 
the export of wheat have also been increased 
and large exports from that port are promised 
during 1893. 

General trade is of moderate volume all 
through the West. At San Francisco grain 
freights are nominal, and more vessels are 
loading on owners’ acccunt. There are sixty- 
six vessels there with 120,000 tons registry suit- 
able for grain carriers but without a charter. 
For the second time in the history of the porta 
ship had cleared for New York in ballast. 

Bank clearings throughout the United States 
this week aggregate $1,370,000,000, nearly 24 
per cent more than in the preceding week, 
but a trifle over 3 per cent less than in the 
second week of January last year. 

Earnings of Railroads, 


Reports to Bradstreet’s from 136 railway 
companies furnish an aggregate of $508,025,- 
000 gross earnings in 1892, about 4.7 per cent 
more than their actual gross earnings in 1891. 
when their gain as compared with 1890 was 
9.6 per cent. Granger roads report relatively 
the largest increase in 1892 (12 per cent), 
Eastern railroads and the Southwesterns fol- 
lowing with gains of 7 and 6 per cent respect- 
ively. Southern railroads increased their 
gross earnings last year over 1891 by 3.6 per 
cent, and Puacifie railways similarly, while 
Central Westerns gained 3.1 per cent, and 
trunk lines only 2.7 per cent.

He Severs His Connection with the Board 
of Directors, 

Andrew McNally resigned yesterday from 
the Board of Directors. Mr. McNally has 
been associated with the directory since the 
inception of the Exposition enterprise. He 
was a member of the first Board of Directors, 
and also of the second one. He was placed on 
the board this year through the resignation of 
one of the directors. 

Mr. McNally is a member of a big publish- 
ing house, and it appears from his letter of 
resignation that he has his eye on a conces- 
sion for printing the World’s Fair Guide to 
be used next year. He is a bidder and appar- 
ently he will be a successful one for this con- 
cession. His sense of propriety was such 
that he did not wish as a director to become a 
beneficiary of any concessions at the disposal 
of that party. As aresult he submitted yes- 
terday to the meeting of tbe board the follow- 
ing letter: ) 

Dear Sir—Within a few days I will start for 
Califurnia, to be gone for several months. and as 
some one should take my place on the Ways and 
Means committee, I herewith hand you my resig- 
nation as director of the Exposition company.

WILL LOAN RELICS OF COLUMBUS, 


Duke of Berwick and Alba Accepts the 
President’s Invitation. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 13.—Secretary of 
State Foster has received a dispatch from 
Minister Snowden at Madrid, conyeying the 
formal acceptance by the Duke of Berwick 
and Aiba vf the request sent him by the Pres- 
ident of the Urited States under the authority 
of Congress to loan for the Chicago Exposi- 
tion the relics of Columbus in his possession, 
As the Duke’s family furmerly held the titles 
and estates granted by the Spanish sovereigns 
to Célumbus these relics have descended to 
them directly from the discoverer. Among 
them are several manuscripts, including an 
account rendered by Columbus of the 
amount of guld obtained by him in Santo 
Domingo and the persons to whom it was 
sold. Another is the reply of Columbus to a 
criticism of bis claims against the crown of 
Spain. Anotherisa lengthy argument ad- 
dressed to Ferdinand and Isabella made by 
Columbusin the year 1500, demanding the full 
enjoyment of his privileges and concessions,

ANCIENT TEUTON ART. 


TO BE SHOWN AT THE WORLD'S FAIR 
GERMAN VILLAGE. 


Rare Specimens of Early Armor, Paint- 
ings, Embroideries, Ete., Included in 
the Collection—Feudal Castle of the 
Fifteenth Century Reproduced on Mid- 
way Plaisance—Clock Tower 120 Feet 
High Designed for the Manufactures 
Building—Student Guides for the Show. 

German visitors to the World’s Fair will 
find transplanted to the Midway Plaisance a 
bit of their fatherland in the German village 
which is now approaching completion. There 
will be German works of art paintings, sculpt- 
ures, wood carvings, tapestries, and embroider- 
ies; there will be German antiquities, such as 
armor and arms from the days when Arminius 
fought the Romans under Varus in the forest 
of Teutoburg in the ninth year of the Chris- 
tian era, down to the period of the renais- 
sance; there will be German cooking of the

better order, and German wines to drink. 
German music to listen to, and a section of 
the fair where the German visitor who is not 
familiar with the English tongue will feel at 
home. 

There will be much to interest the other 
visitors to the World's Fair in the German 
village, with its quxint style of architecture 
and of buildings which are historically correct 
in all details except the addition of modern 
conveniences, which were unknown in the 
days when the master of a castle was lord un-

to himself and bowed in allegiance only to 
the neighboring lord whose castle was stronger 
and whose followers outnumbered his own, 

The plan of establishing a German village 
originated with Dr. Ulrich Jahn of Berlin, a 
great acientist Vir- 
chow, who secured a concession and an allot- 
ment of space. Two of the leading banks of 
Berlin, the Deutsche Bank and the National 
Bank fuer Deutschland, organized a company 
with a capital stock of 1,200,000 marks to carry 
out the proposed plan, and C. B. Schmidt, 
formerly -lmmigrat.on Commissioner of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Sante Fé railroad, was 
secured as general manager of the company. 
All the plans for the buildings were completed 
and a Frankfort firm of builders was given 
the contract for thé construction work. All 
the timbers were prepared in Germany and 
shipped to Chicago ready to go into the vari- 
ous buildings, and twenty-three German work- 
men were sent to this country to put the 
buildings up. Other workmen were employed, 
but the principal labor at the Fair grounds is 
being done by the German laborers. 


The Ancient Castle, 


The grounds have a frontage of 780 feet on 
Midway Plaisance anda depth of 225 feet. 
They are between Woodlawn and Madison 
avenues and facing the Turkish village. The 
center of the space” is occupied by the castle, 
typical of the latter part of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, known as the Wasserburg.“ or water- 
castle, because of the moat which sur- 
rounded it. The visitor will see to 
the left the rich and massive fagade of the 
Hessian town hall with its idyllic wood-carved 
outer staircase, the bridal stairs.“ Opposite 
this is a Black Forest peasant home, and near 
at hand is a Westphalian peasant house with 
steep and pointed roof. There is an upper 
Bavarian house and the house of the ‘* Spree- 
wald, the forest of the Spree. The castle is 
the center of attraction, however, with its wide 
moat and palisade with lowered drawbridge 
across which the visitor must pass to gain en- 
trance. It has turrets and towers in bewilder- 
ing array and a chapel attached where the 
robber barons said prayers for those whom 
they had robbed. In this will be the collec- 
tion of pictures and art with the armor iuelud- 
ing sixty full suits of mail, Connected with 
it will be the German restaurant and wine- 
room, 

Two concerts will be given each day of three 
hours eavh and for this purpose two bands 
have been organized in Germany. The mem- 
bers of these bands are all men who have been 
in the military service as musicians and they 
will wear the regulation military uniform. 

One band of forty-eight pieces will be uni- 
formed as a regiment of guards on foot and 
will be led by Eduard Ruscheweyh, who was 
Royal Prussian Musical Director, and until 
1885 band leader of the Third Grenadier Regi- 
ment ot the Guard (Queen Elizabeth), and 
since then Director of the Tivoli concerts at 
Berlin. 

Ruscheweyh began his musical career in the 
year 1853 with the orchestra of the Royal Mu- 
sic Director B. Bilse, then at Liegnitz. The

be reduced to twenty-four feet. Within this 
space will be the restingsroom for the select

Over this room will be another, in which is 
to be placed the mechanism of the big clock, 
whose dials will show forth the time of day at 
a distance of seventy feet from the ground.

The fourth story will be the location of the 
hands of the clock, the dials of which will be 
seven feet in diameter, According to the de- 
sign there is an allowance of one foot diame- 
ter for the dials for each ten feet from the 
ground, . 

From Square to Round. 


The fifth story will change from the square 
build of the rest of the tower underneath to 
around shape. It will be open and have four 
double sets of arches. lu here will be placed 
the nine bells. The upper arches will suprort 
a dome about twenty feet in diameter, and 
the whole will be surmounted with a large 
globe at a height of 120 feet showing the old 
and new continents in bold relief. great 
body of the entire tower will be in white and 
gold, and all the ornaineatation is to be richly 
gilt. 

The base of the structure will be open be- 
tween the towers, thus allowing free travel to 
the sightseers. Near the lower part of each

Plans to Have Students Instructed at the 
University for the Public’s Benefit. 

A novel plan for providing intelligent 
guides for visitors to the great Exposition has 
been projected. It originated with William 
Kent, who approached President Harper of 
the University of Chicago with the proposi- 
tion that the university open a special school 
next summer, for students of all universities 
and colleges, in which they are to be instruct- 
ed by university professors concerning the 
buildings and exhibits at Jackson Park, so 
that they would become really skilled guides 
for visitors. 

Dr. Harper readily approved of the ide 
with the pruviso, however, that a fund o 
$10,000 should be raised to secure the univer- 
sity against loss. Mr. Kent accepted she eon- 
dition and at once subscribed $2,500 of the 
sum himself. ‘he balance was raised without 
difficulty, but it had no sooner been raised 
than the university people backed out and 
said that they would require a guaranty fund 
of $20,000 instead of $10,000. This so discour- 
aged Mr. Kent that he came near withdrawing 
from the scheme. But Dr. Harver took ste 
himself toe have the fund raised. and Mr. 
Kent’s subscription remains good. Dr. Harp- 
er has eng one of his own students, Rich- 
ard Waterman Jr., to solicit the additional 
$10,000. Mr. Waterman has made an exhaust- 
ive study of all previous world’s fairs.

Progress of Mrs. Candace Wheeler and 
Her Assistants in Interior Ornamenta- 
tion—Plan for a Permanent Museum of 
Articles Pertaining to Children—Japan- 
ese Women Aided by the Imperial 
Household in Arranging a Character- 
istic Exhibit Fabrics Woven by Royalty. 


Mrs. Candace Wheeler, who has charge of 
the interior decoration of the Woman’s Build- 
ing, arrived a few days ago from New York 
and has begun steady work upon the under- 
taking. Offices have beon fitted up in the 
Woman's Building for Mra, Wheeler and her 
staff. Mrs. Wheeler was accompanied by her 
assistant, Miss Emma Lee from New York. 
Miss Lee and Mrs, James Pryor have been en- 
gazed for several months past on the acces- 
sories of the ceiling of the library in the 
Woman’s Building. Mrs, Dora Wheeler Keith 
is the artist who has designed and painted 
the figure groups, the entire ceiling 
being painted on canvas. The style 
of the decoration is Venetian, the 
design having been chosen from that period 
of*Italian renaissance when Venice ruled the 
world of art. A plaster frieze will border the 
ceiling, and the first work undertaken by Miss 
Lee will be the drawing for this. The designs 
will be given to modelers, and the castings 
will be made by skilled workmen under the 
eye. of Mrs. Wheeler and the artist in the 
Woman’s Building.

AIDED BY THEIR EMPRESS. 


Japanese Women Making Extended Prep- 
arations for a Characteristic Display. 

At the time when the scheme ofthe Board 
of Lady Managers for encouraging exhibits of 
the industrial arts of the women of all nations 
was made known in Japan several ladies 
planned to exhibit representative works at the 
Exposition. For this purpose they discussed 
froming a commission of their own sex. Just 
about this time Mrs, Potter Palmer presented 
a letter to the Empress, through the American 
Legation in Tokio, inviting her to organize a 
commission of Japanese ladies. The Empress 
generously bestowed a large gift to carry on 
the work of the commission. 

When the Woman’s Commission had been 
formed Princess Mori assumed the duty of 
Chairman and appointed Mrs. K. Kato Take- 
da and Miss C. Takemura, both teachers in 
the Girls’ Higher Normal School, as Secre- 
taries. In May, 1892, the first meeting of the 
commission was held. Since then, twice a 
mouth, they have held regular meetings to 
cousider the affairs of the commission. The 
members and Secretaries are ladies of 
culture, and among them are some who fin- 
ished their education in America. 

The Japanese Woman’s Commission has 
chosen the best workers in various arts and in- 
dustries among their own sex and ordered 
them to produce the articles to be exhibited. 
At present seventy-four women have been se- 
lected to produce seventy articies. In the ex- 
hibit will be pictures (pure Japanese style), 
oil paintings, carvings, cocoons, raw silk, em- 
broideries, yuzen (a Japanese fabric), oshié 
(relief pictures), fabrics, crinkled textures 
and crapes, hand-woven gobelin, lace, china- 
ware and china painting, cloisonné, lacquer, 
artificial flowers. 

In addition to these the commission has had 
the special privilege, granted by the Empress 
Dowager, to exhibit four fabrics woven in her 
own palace. 

In the Woman's Building two or three rooms 
will be constructed for the display of articles 
of a lady's toilet, one of the rooms being set 
apart fora lady’s private library. ‘These 
articles are special loans from the valuable 
treasures of Princess Mori, President of the 
commission, and Marchionesses Maeda and 
Nabeshima, members of the committee. As 
all parts of the boudoir are to be in strictly 
Japanese style they are being specially pre- 
pared in Japan and sent over to this country. 

Certain members of the commission will in- 
vestigate matters relating to their sex, such as 
woman’s work, the methods of their educa- 
tion, their works of charity, and institutions 
of philanthropy, and will compile documents 
giving the results of their investigation. They 
will also prepare a catal..gue of the articles on 
exhibition and publish a book entitled 
Nippon Fujin”’ (Japanese Women), of which 
the fullowing is a table of contents: 

troduction, the woman’s position in society; 
women in administration, in literature, in relig- 
ion, in the home, e wife, mother; women in 
industrial occupations, agriculture and -seri- 
culture, handicraft. mercantile business; women 
in refined accomplishments, fine arts, music, 
painting, floral arrangement, incense and tea cer- 
emonies, etc. : women's work during resent 
period (since 1868), charitable and philan ic- 
al works; female education, etc. 

The book and the catalogues of the articles 
will be translated into English.

ANTIQUE IRISH ART WORK... 


Models of Ancient Metal Relics to Be Shown 
at the Fair. 

A collection of antique Irish art metal work, 
which is to be sent to the World's Fair by Ed- 
mund Johnsca of Dublin through the British 
commission, was recently put on exhibition in 
the City of Dublin. Most of the articles of 
this collection are made from actual impres- 
sions from the originals, many of which are 
to be found in the Royal Irish Academy, some 
trom the British Museum, some from Trinity 
College, and many from private collections. 
Foremost in the collection is the great Cross 
uf Gong, the old processional cross of the 
O’Connors, which was always carried in ad- 
vance of the hosts. It is a magnificent piece 
of eleventh century work and has been repro- 
duced in solid silver and gold repousse, with 
elezant enamels and jewels. 

In the collection is the celebrated Ardagh 
cup, which is believed to have been used either 
as a chalice or an ancient altar lamp. It is richly 
ornamented with enamel of different colors 
and produced in solid — ‘ auton

including the shrine of St. Manchin, a large 
piece of work with over eighty human figures. 
Also the shrine of the Four Gospels, covered 
with 2 interlacings; the shrine 
of St. Patrick’s Tooth, covered with filigree 
work.

The shrine 
of St. Lactin’s Arm is another piece of jew- 
eled work and filigree.

Resolution Calling on United States Sen- 
ators to Work fer the Washburn Meas- 
ure Referred to Committee, Where It 
Will Likely Die—Beaten by Democrats 
—Hostile Kesolutions Defeated in the 
Senate—Reports of the Condition of 
Winter Wheat in the Northwest. 

Sprinerizxp, III., Jan. 18.—[Special. ]}—The

— By the House of Representatives of 
the State of ois, the ate concurring here- 
in, that we request the United States Senators 
from the State of Illinois to work fur this bill 
and obtain if possible its enactment into law. 

The resolution was similar in its provisions 
to the one offered in the Senate the other day 
by Mr. Hunter of Winnebago. Its appear- 
ance over in the Senate created little or no 
comment, but it made a mighty commotion 
in the House. It was plain to be seen that 
Speaker Crafts wished somebody to make a 
motion for its reference. He looked appeal- 
ingly to the Democratic side of the Hoube, 
and in a second’s time Murphy of Perry, 
diviaing the Speaker’s wishes, promptly 
moved areference of the resolution to the 
Committee on Federal Relations. The propo- 
sition might possibly have been submitted to 
a viva voce vote, but Representative Sparks, 
the Democratic member from McDonough 
County, and. twenty or thirty Republicans, 
many of whom were from the country dis- 
tricts. yeiled for a roll-call. 

Pending the roll-call the matter began to 
assume the shape of a party question, the 
Democrats generally sustaining the position 
of Gen. Palmer in the United States Senate 
by voting against the resolution, and the Re- 

ublicans supported the position of Senator 

‘ullom by voting for it, Prominent Dem- 
ocratic members circulated on the Democratic 
side and labored with the farmer members to 
persuade them to take the position of Palmer, 
while the Republicans apparently had no 
difficulty in tightening their waa lines and 
inducing even the Chicago Republican mem- 
bers to favor the anti-option bill. 

The roll cail was nearly completed before 
the attempt to draw the party lines was suc- 
cessful on the Democratic side, and up to this 
time the motion to refer to the Commiitee on 
Federal Relations was badly beaten, many of 
the farmer members of the Democratic side 
voting with the Republicans. A recapitula- 
tion was ordered, however, and this gave 
members an opportunity to change their 
votes. The result was that a dozen or more 
gountry members on the Democratic side 
changed their votes and sustained the motion 
to refer amid derisive laughter from the Re- 
publicans.

WEARY OF THE ANTI-OPTION BILL. 


Hostile Amendments Voted Down in the 
Senate—No Vote Yet. 

Wasurnetor, D. C., Jan. 13.-+[Special.]— 
The Senate is weary of the anti-option bill, 
but can’t get awav from it. Today there was 
a tiresome grind i> -vhich a little progress was 
made by voting down hostile amendments. 
One of these offered by Senator White was 
beaten by 82 to 15. On every test vote the 
supporters of the measure are in the majority 
two to 1. The main amendment, that of Sen- 
ator Daniel, was passed over, because of the 
absence of the Virginia Senator in attendance 
upon the late Senator Kenna’s funeral. 

Though the bill has already lost two days 
through the death of Senat er Kenna, there 
was nothing for Senator Washburn to do ex- 
cept to consent that the Daniel amendment 
should go over. When the amendment is 
taken up there is enough in it to furnish the 
basis of a long debate. Washburn today 
showed a good deal of asperity because Sena- 
tors who have had a year in which to prepare 
themselves are still not ready to make their 
promised speeches. These Senators, however, 
were complacent. They now feel sure that 
they can keep the bill from coming to a vote 
until some time in February. 

The members of the House Committee on 
Agriculture are beginning to prick up their 
ears with eager anticipations at the prospect 
of having the anti-option bill again before 
them. The bill has been immensely popular 
in that committee and there will be no trou- 
bie about reporting it back to the House un- 
less there is @ disagreement over the Senate 
amendments. The Senate amendments have 
been so numerous that some of them may not 
find fuvor in the House committee: but if it 
comes to taking the Senate bill or no bill at all

Fight Will Begin Over Patronage—May 
Lead to Rival State Tickets Next Fall—

ful—Cleveland Forces Need Captains— 
Patronage Will Officer Their. Army 
Hill and Murphy May Plot to Prevent 
It—If So, They Will Fall. 

Aupany, N. I., Jan. 11.— [Special to New 
York World.] — There is no use trying to think 
that there won't be, a bitter fight this year 
among the Democrats. All the signs portend 
a struggle all over the State at the primaries. 
If that struggle were to be made now the 
State leaders would probably win. The 
Cleveland forces need captains. Just now they 
are an army withoul officers—the veterans are 
with Hul.

If the appointment of these officers can 
be prevented the army will still be helpless, 
and it is thus to keep the army helpless that 
the Cleveland men say Hill and Murphy will 
plot at Washington to prevent confirmation of 
the new President’s appointments..

Perhaps this is giving the two men credit 
for greater audaciousness than they possess, 
though none has ever doubted the audacity 
of Hill or the tenacity of Murphy. Their 
enemies say, though, that the plot will fail be- 
cause Cleveland has learned some politics 
since he first went to Washington, and that if 
you give him a handful of trumps he can 
probably get a point or two the best of the 
game. Now he has the trumps and he knows 
how to play them. His friends here say that 
before any other appointments are made he 
will attend to his own State—he will officer 
this army of his enthusiastic friends.

That is doubtful., From two 
such men as Hill and Murphy little is ever 
learned of the future. From their lieuten- 
ants, who watch the leaders’ moods and know 
their feelings, much may be guessed as to the 
view the leaders now take of that future. Re- 
member, though, that the leaders d.n’t let 
their opinions control them, and that if the 
future calls for a different line of action than 
the present indicates as wise and sufficient 
they will not hesitate to change their policy, 
the promise of success being to them always a 
sufficient reason for the most violent mental 
metamorphoses. Apart from that, though, 
there may be other reasons to anticipate the 
reverse of anticipation. Many of the lieuten- 
ants of Mr. Croker and of Mr. McLaughlin 
are shaking their heads knowingly and saying 
with a wise air; 

“There are some people who are going to 
be fooled by Mr. Murphy. People are going 
to be disappointed in what he does down at 
Washington.” 

Murphy and Hill, 


Mr. Murphy’s natural alliances would be 
with the friends of Mr. Cleveland, because he 
w interested with them in many large finan- 
cial undertakings. He has much at stake in 
the trollery franchises and some of the surface 
roads of New York City in which Mr. Whit- 
ney and Mr. Lamont are also la stock- 
holders. It would be only natural for him to 
have pleasant relations with these gentle nen. 
The only thi possibie that could stand in 
the way, therefore, of the President anc new 
Senator working together would be the well 
known personal antipathy which Mr. Cleve- 
land has for Mr. Murphy and Mr. Sheehan. 
He makes no effort to conceal this. He has 
not the same feeling against Senator Hill, of 
whom he ia said never to speak disrespectful- 
ly—he respects the Senator’s abilities, but he 
. believed to despise both Murphy and Shee- 

an. 

Such being the case, it is not unlikely that 
there is some foundation for the other opinion 
also generally held that all this talk of the 
State mechine not opposing Mr. Cleveland’s 
wishes is being put on the air by the machine 
leaders for the purpose of lulling Cleveland’s 
friends.

The Nashville Daily American takes the 
following lurid view of the late Ben Butler: 
* He was a truckling demagogue whose selfish- 
ness amounted to pollution; he was an auto- 
crat who used power to wreak personal 
revenge; he was mean and tnalignant, a hang- 
man from prejudice, the inzulter of women, a 
braggadocio, a trickster, and a scoundrel 
whose heart was as black as the smoke from 
the coals that are now scorching his soul,” 
This has the old ring of the days when Ben 
Butler was in the South putting down the re- 
bellion and smiting rebels hip and thigh. The 
American should not be so resentful. Ben 
Batler did as well as he could according to his 
light, and his light in the matter of crushing 
out rebellion amounted to an incandescent 
illumination of many million candle power. 


THE HYGEIA WATER JOB. 

The Council Committee on Fire and Water 
has actuaily voted to recommend the adop- 
tion of the disreputable ordinance allowing 
the Hygeia company to lay a twelve-inch 
main in every street of the city and to lay 
service pipes therefrom to every house which 
may want its water. The committee had the 
effrontery to make this recommendation for 
ripping up the streets in spite of the fact that 
public attention has been called to one of the 
Aldermanic ripper ordinances dy the request 
of the Compressed Air people for a permit to 
enable them to dig up all the streets in the 
business district. 

In order tosweeten its nauseous dose the 
committee has recommended the adoption of 
an amendment requiring the Hygeia company 
to pay the city 3 per cent of its gross receipts. 
This is healthy financiering. As long as the 
city has a monopoly of the water supply it 
gets 100 per cent of the groas receipts and 100 
per cent of the net profits, which are very 
large. It is proposed by Aldermen, who 
should be the faithful guardians of the city’s 
interests, to sell for a beggarly 3 per cent an 


‘interest in its most profitable business. How 


large a share of the city’s monopoly would be 
bartered away were this ordinance to pass the 
future alone eould decide, but it would be 
very large. 

It is stated by the Alderman who introduced 
this rascally measure that it is the intention of 
the company to supply hotels and restaurants 
only. Are there other Aldermen who put 
faith in these statements, which have no bind- 
ing force, about the small expectations of the 
company? If it wished to supply only a few 
customers, nearly all of them in the business 
district, it would not have asked for a blanket 
ordinance. It has asked for permission to lay 
mains in all the streets, either because it in- 
tends to lay them and supply water through- 
out the vity, or because, on thestrength of such 
an ordinance, which would put it in a position 
where it might furnish water to q million and 
a quarter people, it could issue more glowing 
prospectuses and sell more bonds to simple- 
minded foreigners. The city should not suffer 
its monopoly of the water supply to be inter- 
fered with, nor should it furnish shrewd 
speculators with the material for a profitable 
campaign against the pocketbooks of English 
investors. 

The duty of the Aldermen is to vote down 
this ordinance as soon as it gets back into 
their possession. The spring glection is near at 
hand and those who wish to be reélected will 
consult their own interests by voting against 
this dishonest scheme. If the ordinance 
passes it will be because those who are back 
of the project think there is so much money 
in it that they can afford to buy up a rather 
expensive Council. If it passes, the Mayor 
will veto it. If it is put through over his veto 
by a two-thirds vote the expense attending the 
purchase of such a majority will give Chi- 
cagoans a better idea of the value of the 
franchwe these speculators and promotors are 
working for. 


CULLOM’S POOLING OUTRAGE. 

It was reported several days ago that Sen- 
ator Cullom had been convinced by the argu- 
ments of certain railroad men that it is ad- 
visable to accord them permission to pool. If 
it be true that he has surrendered to the rail- 
road conspiracy, and is preparing to put forth 
false reasons and pretenses for his treacherous 
course, the fact will place the Senator in a 
new attitude before the country and mark out 
for him a line of action in his relations to the 
public radically differing from tnat hitherto 
supposed to be in his mind’s eye, for at least 
90 per cent of the people of Illinois condemn 
pooling by railroads and will condemn Sen- 
ator Cullom for advocating it. If the ques- 
tion had been submitted to a popular vote at 
the last election it would have been defeated 
by more than half a million majority. 

During the last six years Senator Cullom 
has been a standing candidate for the Presi- 
dency of the United States. If he supports 
the proposition to legalize railroad pooling 
the fact will be accepted as evidence that he 
has abandoned the idea and all intention ever 
to hoid another office in the gift of the people 
during the residue of his mortal existence. It 
will be regarded as an indication that he has 
withdrawn from candidacy for resection to 
the Senate, and has probably fixed his eyes on 
some lucrative position in railroad employ- 
mert and on railroad payrolis. It is hard to 
account for his alleged flop on any other 
hyp thesis. It would be absurd and an insult 
to the common sense of his constituents to 
explain and try to defend it on the pretense 
that he thinks it right and good for the public 
interest. 

fhe amendment introduced by Senator 
Cullom provides that copies of the pooling 
arrangements must be filed with the Inter- 
State Commission at least ten days before the 
terms go into effect, and that the commission 
shali have power to order the cancellation of 
any such agreement the purpose of which is 
to establish transportation charges above 
rates which are reasonable and just, or which 
shall otherwise be in contravention of any 


provision of the act. But who is to determine | 
the standard when comparative rates are abol- 
whed by the pooling, and it is the understood 
purpose of the new legislation to enable the 
railroads to charge more than they do now? 
Certainly the commission has done little 
enough im that respect during the seven years 
of ite well-paid emsteoce. Look at the 
charges of all the roads west of the Missouri, 
and especially the transcontinental lines. Is 
the commission likely to take on itself the re- 
sponsibility of declaring that other rates are 
too high, when less than those now charged 
by some companies? 

The great and strong point against the 
scheme advocated by the railroad magnates, 
and claimed to be indorsed by Senator Cul- 
lom, is that railroads are common carriers, 
and the common law forbids pooling and o- 
bines by common carriers, or any combina- 
tion in the nature of a monopoly for the pur- 
pose of avoiding and defeating competition. 
or of forcing up or keeping up charges above 
the rates which would obtain under free com- 
petition. All such arrangements are viola- 
tions of the common law, and therefore are 
in themselves against public policy and the 
rights of the people who patronize such com- 
mon carriers. In other words, pooling is an 
unlawful act in the absence of a positive law 
granting a special indulgence to do what the 


common law defines ty be wrong and to hold 


up the people in highwayman fashion for the 
purpose of robbing them. The Cullom bill to 
legalize pooliag amounts to a license to the 
railroads to charge extortionate rates for their 
services and compel members of the pool tv 
exact them under heavy penalty. If adopted, 
it will amount to a charter from Congress to 
the railroads authorizing the latter to vver- 
charge the American people for common car. 
rier services and to defeat and nullify the 
great safeguard against the selfish rapacity of 
com non carriers—namely : competition. 

If the Cullom bill become a law the people 
will get poorer service and will besides have 
to pay more dearly for the inferior accom- 
modation, for it would constitute the railroad 
men masters of the people instead of servants 
entitled to fair compensation. It is admitted 
to be the design to reduce expenses in addition 
to raising the tariff rates. Parties having 
merchandise to be moved would be forced to 
wait the convenience of officials, being unable 
to choose another route even if willing to pay 
for speed. Probably the charges would be 
advanced 25 per cent almost immediately, 
the publie being forced to pay that much 
extra compensation for the sake of increasing 
dividends on highly watered stock. The peo- 
ple are aware of this. Their eyes are so widely 
open to the injustice and rapacity of the 
scheme that they politically will down every 
member of Congress who gives aid and com- 
fort to its advocates by voting for it or other- 
wise helping its passage. There need be no 
doubt on this point. Probably Senator Cul- 
lom is well aware of it and prepared for the 
consequeaces. But other members of Con- 
gress may not be so well advised in regard to 
the outcome, and not have equally cogent rea- 
sons fur defying popular opinion as defined 
and ratified by the common law. It will be 
well for them to consider the matter a little 
more closely before committing themselves t 
a policy the reward of which must be political 
ostracisin by constituencies féeling they have 
been betrayed by the men in whom they 
trusted. | 


THE LEGISLATURE AND THE SUNDAY 
FAIR. 

Following the lead of the Directors of the 
World’s Fair and of the Common Council, and 
directly representing the wishes of the wage- 
workers and the majority of the people of the 
State of Illinois, resolutions were introduced 
in the Legislature Thursday requesting Con- 
gress to rescind its action by which it pro- 
poses to close the Fair Sundays. The resolu- 
tions are so worded as to leave it discretionary 
with the officials whether they shall stop the 
machinery, but as. those officials have already 
decided that the machinery shall stop if the 
Fair isopen Sundays, the discretionary refer- 
ence becomes simply a matter of courtesy. 
The resolutions have been referred to the 
Committee on Worid's Columbian Exposition 
for the necessary revision, which in one par- 
ticular at least they need, as the close of the 
second “whereas” is irrelevant. The large 
vote, 107 to 28, by which the House refused to 
table the resolutions indicates that they will 
de passed when re; o ted back. There should 
be no delay in this matter. Let the comwmit- 
tee revise them and send them back to the 
House at once that they may be forwarded to 
Congress without any unnecessary delay. 
They express the wishes of the large majority 
of the people of Illinois, and as such they will 
commend themselves to the serious considera- 
tion of Congress. As there were some slight 
errors in the text as printed in yesterday’s 
TRIBUNE we reprint the resolutions: 

Wuereas, There is now enjoyed by-the people 

of the State of Illinois the reasonable liberty of 
devoting the first day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday, either to religion exclusively, or 
to religion and rest, or to religion, rest, and rec- 
reation, without undue restraint, and any at- 
tempt by the Congress of the United States, by 
compulsory legislation, or otherwise, to deter- 
mine which of those modes of Sunday observance 
shall prevail anywhere within the limits of this 
State is deemed by our citizens entirely beyond 
the jurisdiction of Congress,an encroachment 
upon their liberty, and in direct and dangerous 
opposition to the genius of American institutions; 
and. 
WHEREAS, The vast majority of the wagework- 
ers of this and the adjoining States insist that 
unless the gates of the coming World’s Columbian 
Exposition in Chicago be opened Sunday they will 
be debarred the proper and reasonable enjoyment 
and elevating influences of the World’s Fair ac- 
corded to those having the means and facilities of 
such enjoyment on other days of the week, and it 
being the conviction of the toiling masses that no 
Sunday closing of the Exposition gates will open 
to them any wider the gates of heaven; now, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the House of Representatives, the 
Senate concurring therein, that the Congress of 
the United States is hereby respectfully appealed 
to in this behalf to rescind its action concerning 


the Sunday closing of the World's Columbian Ex- 


position, leaving to the officers of the Exposition 
discretion in stopping machinery on that day or 
otherwise by proper means to indicate that the 
American people believe in the rational observ- 
ance of Sunday. 

Resolved, That copies of these resolutions be 
engrossed and enrolied and transmitted to the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives and to 
the Secretary of the Senate in Washington. 


DAMAGES FOR DEATHS CAUSED BY RAIL- 
ROADS. 

A bill has been introduced in the Illinois 
Legislature repealing the provision which 
limits to $5,000 the amount which a jury may 
award as damages for a death due to the 
wrongful act, neglect, or default of any per- 
son, Company, or corporation, and leaving the 
amount to the discretion of the jury. The 
time in which such suits may be brought 1s 
extended from two years to five. The object 
is to make railroads pay more for the lives of 
the persons whom they kill wrongfully. 

The Dresent statute has been in force since 
1853 and is similar in its provisions to those of 
most of the other States, about all of which 
have some limitation on the amount a jury 
can give. The necessary evil of fixing a limi- 
tation is that while in some cases the jury can 
give damages which are too large, in others it 
cannot give damages which are large enough. 
It is questionable, however, whether it is safe 
to give up the present rule and substitute for 
it merely the feelings, dislikes, whims, and 
prejudices of the average juror. It is well 


) known that in many cases railroads or other 
corporations would get scant justice at their 


hands. Asa result every suit for damages 
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based on death would be carried to the Su- 

me Court in order to secure an abatement 
of damages which would be often far beyond 
all le bounds, A jury would allow 
itself to be influenced by the grief of the 
widow and children over their bereavement, 
whereas their sorrow should have nothing to 
do with fixing the measure of damages. All 
that the defendant can be asked to do is to 
recompense the family of the deceased for the 
financial injury done them. 

If a man is killed who had been earning $400 
a year and his wife and children were paid 
$5,000 they would get a perpetual income of 
$300 a year, which would be more than they 
were legitimately entitled to. If the man 
who was killed was earning $20,000 a year an 
award of $5,000 would be ridiculously small. 
When this $5,000 limit was settled on about 
half a century ago that sum seemed to be, and 
was, a great deal larger than it is now. It 
could be invested so as to produce 9 or 10 per 
cent. Therefore it may be that the limitation 
is too small now, The proper rule would be 
to make the damages in civil suits dependent 
solely on the financial loss sustained by those 
who looked to the deceased for support, the 
emotional side of the case being left out of 
sight altogether. It is so difficult for juries, 
however, to act fairly and imparti lly under 
such a rule that it is eusy to see why it has not 
been adopted. 

The law, if amended as proposed, would 
read that the jury may give such damages as 
they shall deem a fair and just compensation 
with reference to the pecuniary injuries result- 
ing from such death tothe wife and next of 
kin of such deceased person.” With impar- 
tial juries no exception could be taken to this 
provision. Juries will not be impartial, how- 
ever, as all know, and it is a grave question, 
therefore, whether justice will be promoted by 
dispensing altogether with a limitation on the 
amount of damages. 


COTTON-SPINNING UNDER FREE TRADE 
AND PROTECTION. . 

Most of the English cotton-spinners bave 
been on a strike for over two months. They 
refused to consent to a 5 percent reduction 
of their wages. This long cessation of em- 
ployment has caused great distress, not so 
much among the spinners themselves, who 
form a strong union, which had accumulated 
a large strike fund, as among other and less 
well-organized operatives. The general suf- 
fering caused by the strike has been so great 
that persistent efforts have been made to 
bring the mill-owners and their employés to- 
gether. They had a conference this week, at 
which the men said they would accept the 5 
per cent reduction as long as the mills ran on 
half time, but would not do so after they be- 
gan running full time. The representatives 
of the employers refused to agree to this, 
claiming that the proposed reduction would 
be necessary under all circumstances, and 
that the cut in wages ought to be even greater. 
The spinners refused to make any further 
concessions, and so the strike is still on, and 
the suffering of the unemployed, inteusifled 


-by a specially cold winter, will soon become 


unendurable, 

The mill-owners assert that even with a5 
per cent reduction they could make no profit 
whatever, and it is stated that a large number 
would be more than pleased if they could dis- 
pose of their mills at about half-price and get 
out of the business. Their ultimatum is that 
the men must return to work at a 5 per tent 
reduction, which 1s to last for a year, and at 
the end of that time the wage schedule for 
1894 to be arranged by a joint committee of 
masters and operatives. As it has been de- 
cided that delegates representing employers 
and employed shall meet every two weeks to 
discuss thesituation it is not im possible that 
urgent need will force an agreement within a 
few weeks. 

This is the state of Smployers and employed 
in dne of the great industries in free trade 
England. There is nothing therein calculated 
to inspire a person with admiration for the 
workings of free trade as it affects either mas- 
ter or man. In this country the condition of 
affairs is noticeably different. There are no 
complaints heard from those engaged in the 
cotton industry. The employers are making 
money, though prices are low. There is work 
for all the hands and they are receiving wages 


* 


which were increased but a short time ago. 


And yet the United States has for many years 
pursued a protective policy. 

Democratic leaders say that protection 
breeds strikes, that it does not increase the 
wages of labor, that it limits the amount of 
work done, and that its only beneticiaries are 
affluent mill-owners who will not share with 


their workmen the protection given by the. 


custom-house duties, They say further that 
under the free trade régime there are no 
strikes, but that there are good wages and 
constant employment. The best evidence of 
the falsity of the statements, which induced 
so many foolish men to vote for Cleveland, is 
afforded by the conditions of the cotton in- 
dustry in free trade England and protection 
America. 

With these instructive facts before their 
eyes itis no wonder that the more sensible 
and conservative Democrats are alarmed lest 
the wild-eyed and long-haired tariff for rev- 
enue only men of their party should get 
control of legislation, overthrow a policy 
which has worked so well, and pull down not 
merely one but a hundred industries to the 
English or European level. It is not sur- 
prising that these cautious Domocrats, com- 
paring whatis going on at Manchester and 
Oldham with what is gomg on at Lowell and 
Fall River, should be oppdsed to an extra 
session, with its possibilities of extensive 
revenue reforms” which would start strikes 
and cut down wages in the New England 
miils. It is true that anything of that kind 
would bea blessing to English mill-owners 
and starving English operatives because the 
cotton industry in this country would be 
deinoralized, but these timid Democrats 
know what a row it would cause among 
American workingmen. 

Nevertheless, as the Democracy pledged 
itself to the overthrow of protection and the 
adoption of free trade regardless of conse- 
quences, because protection was unconstitu- 
tional,“ it ought to go to work at once and 
keep its pledge, even though the result is to 
bring about in all industries on this side of 
the ocean the conflict now going on in the cot- 
ton-spinning sections of England. 


— — 
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A SPRINGFIELD dispatch states that when 
ex-State Treasurer Wilson turned over the 
funds in his possession to his successor, Mr. 
Ramsay, he did so in part by giving him a 
draft on a Chicago bank for $688,000. It ap- 
pears, therefore, that a good-sized portion of 
the funds of the State have been on deposit in 
this city for some fime. The money must 
have been there since the County Treasurer 
began paying over his collections during the 
summer. There is no moral doubt that while 
that money was on deposit in this city it 
earned interest for the ex-State Treasurer, in- 
terest which belongs rightfully to the State 
and which it is the duty of the State officers 
to recover. With the information at their 
disposal they should have no difficulty in do- 
ing bo. 

Will the Attorney-General take notice of 
these statements about this State money in 
Chicago earning interest for the ‘Treasurer 
and will he brug suit to recover it? Gov. 
Altgeld said in his message: It is a notori- 
ous fact that all custodians of public funds 
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y draw interest on the balances of such 


actually 
funds.” Will the members of the Legislature, 


with the Governor’s words fresh in their mem- 
ories and with these statements about depos- 
ite in a Chicago bank before their eyes, ex- 
amine into the acts of the ex-State Treasurer 
or will they let the matter drop? If the Dem- 
ocrats propose to give the State an economic 
administration they cannot make a better be- 
ginning than by providing for the collection 
of all the money to which the State is en- 
titled. 


Tus City Engineer estimates, in response 
to an inquiry by the Council, that it will cost

It would be beyond the reach of 
pollution, and would not be muddied by 
storms as is the water drawn from the two- 
mile crib. The freshets in the Desplaines, 
which the cranks on the Drainage Board are 
so afraid of that they are willing to spend two 
or three millions in cutoffs, would be abso- 
lutely harmless. They would not even dis- 
color the water. As it will take some time to 
make preliminary surveys, prepare plans and 
let contracts, and as the revenues of the Water 
Office are increasing all the time the Council 
ought to take up this question of tunnel ex- 
tension by spring at the farthest. 


Representatives Molnenrney has introduced 
a bill, no doubt at the request of some lawyer 
who wants more business, to permit appeals 
or writs of error from the Appellate to the 
Supreme Court in certain cases where not 
now allowed. If Mr. McInerney thought as 
much of the interests of litigants, of whom 
there are many, as those of lawyers, of whom 
there are comparatively few, he would intro- 
duce a bill providing that where an Appellate 
Court has the intelligence to pass on a case 
its decision shall be final, and the Supreme 
Court shall not be bothered with it, but that 
in cases where the Appellate Court cannot be 
trusted then the suits must be carried direct 
from the trial courts to the Supreme Court. 
The Appellate Courts should hear nothing 
which they cannot finally determine. Were 
that the rule they would be of some value, 
tending as they would to the shortening of 
litigation. Where the suits which they hear 
can be carried up a step higher, the Appellate 
Courts serve merely as an additional sacrificial 
altar, where the client bleeds under the knife 
of his lawyer. These half-way houses where 
fees are squeezed from a reluctant client are a 
good institution for the lawyers, but they play 
havoc with the patience and pocketbooks of 
litigants.
